You aiate that on \lm first {soint, it 
was your intention to only remonsirat* 
against tho uoii-imporiaiion act, as par­ 
tial in its Qp^raiion) and unfriendly to 
Üroftt-^Brltain, on which account its re­ 
peal wat claimed, and to intimate tluit if 
It was persevored in, Greal*Biilain 
would be compelled to retaliate on tlie 
commerce of the United States, by si­ 
milar restrictions on her purt.—^And on 
tno sccond point, that you intended only 
to urge, that in conscipience ol ihe ex- 
iraordutary blockade of l^glixnd, ' your 
govoi nment had been obliged tO block­ 
ade F rance, and to prohibit all trado in 
French uniclcs, .in rctur|i for thè piohi- 
bitbn by F r^ o e tifali ir^do in English 
articles. 


il is auiScicnt to remark on l^e first 
luint) that on ivMtever ground the re­ 
peal of the no|<^iniportution act it i*e- 
quired, the Umted States are justifiid 
in adHerii^g to it, by iho refusai of th& 
Britigh Government to repeal itt orders 
In cq^bcil i and if a distincjdon is thus 
prodùçed between Gr«at<>Bntain and the 
ulhei^ ^ellljgeixnts, it must be relerred 
to the difference In Ute conduct of tbe 
two parties. 


Ua the sccond point, 1 have to ob­ 
serve that the explanation given cannot 
be satisfactory, becaUse it does not meet 
the case now existing.—France did, it 
is true, déclaré a blockade of England, 
against the trade of the United States, 
and prohibit all trade in English articles 
on the high seas, but this olockade and 
prohibition no longer exist. 
It is true 
ulsp, that a pait ol those decrees, did 
proliibit a trade in English articles, 
withi(| her territorial jurisdiction} but 
this prohibition violates no national 
rights, or neutral commerce, of tbe U- 
nited States 
Still your blockade and 
prohibition are continued, in violation of 
the national andlicutral rights of tho U. 
States on b pretext of retaliation, which, 
it even applicable,could only be applied 
to the former, and not to the latter iu- 
terdicis, and it ia required tUai France 
shall change her internal regulations, a- 
gainst English trade, before England 
will change her external regulations a- 
gainst,tiie trade of the United States. 


But you.ttuil msist that tlie French 
(Jecre«s are unrcvoked, and urge in 
proof of 11, a fact drawn from Mr. Rus­ 
sell's correspondence,that some Ameri­ 
can veiiaeU liave been taken since the 
first of November^n their route to Eng­ 
land. 
It is a sutis^ctory ausi»er to ihis 
remark, ihal il up|>ears by the same cor- 
re»po idencc, that cver^' American ves- 
bel wnich had been taken in that trade, 
the seizure of which rested on the Ber­ 
lin and Milan decrees only, were, as 
soon as that fad wus ascertained, deli­ 
vered up to their owners. Mij.;ht the^e 
not be other ground also, on which sei­ 
zures might be made ? 
Great-Briiam 
claims a nghi to seize for other causes, 
a.id ull nations admit it in the case of 
co.uraUind of war. 
II by the law of na­ 
tions, one belligerent htiß a right to scirc 
neutral piopcjty in any case, the othei' 
uciiigercni has the same right. 
Nor 
ou.^ht 1 to uverhiok that the practice of 
cuuntei felling American papers in Eng­ 
land, which is well known to the conti­ 
nent, has by impairing the faith due to 
Auieiicdn docunienls, done to the Unit­ 
ed Stales cbsential injury. Against this 
practice the Mmister of the United 
5 Utes at London, as will appeal by re­ 
ference to his letter to ine Marquis 
Wellc&ley ol the 3d of May, 1810, made 
a formal repiesentation, in pursuance oi 
instructions from his government, with 
an öfter of every information possessed 
by him, which might contribute lo de­ 
tect and suppress it. It is painful to add 
that this communication was entirely 
disregarded. That Cire^t-Britain should 
complain of acts *ui France, to which by 
iier neglect, she was instrumental, and 
draw fi'om them proof in support of her 
orders in council, ought ccriamly not 10 
have been expected. 


Your remark also, that the practice 
of the French government to grant 
licences to certain American vessels 
engaged in the trade between the Uni­ 
ted States and Franco, is an additional 
P’ooi that the French decrees still 
operate in their fullest extent. 
On 
»vhat principle this inference 1s drawn 
from that lact it is impossible for me to 
conceive. 
It was not the object of Uie 
Berlin and Milan decrees to prohibit the 
trade between the United States and 
France. They were meant 10 prohibit the 
trade of the United States with üieal- 
Brilain which violated our 
neutral 
rights, and to prohibit the trade ol 
Creat-Briiain with the continent, with 
which the Unit«d Statjsi have nothing 
to do. 
if the object had been to pro­ 
hibit the tiade between the United 
States and France, Great-Britain could 
never hare found m them any pretext 
for compltìint. 
And if the idi a o! re- 
taliiaion, could in any respect have 
been applicable, it would Iwve been by 
prohlbuing our trade with ht r^e.f. 
To 
piuhibit il with Fj*ance would not hav% 
t>cen a rcinliaiion, but a co-operaiicn.-— 
If licencing by France iho trade in cer­ 
tain in-^nces, prove any 
thing, it 
proves ncHhing more than that the iradc 
wuh France, in other instances i'l under 
ìcstraioi.

It IS a cause of great surpiiso to the 
President, that your govcrriment has 
not seen in the correspondence of Mr. 
Husiell) which he hftâ the honor to 
communicate to yoU m the 17th of 
October last) and which h.*vs been lately 
trana^itud to you by vour government, 
sufficient proof of the repeal of the 
Berllrt and Miltm decrees, independent 
of the conclusive evitfeftce of the fafet, 
which that correspondence affdrdçd, it 
was fiot to bo preturned from the iuti- 
matibn^of the Marqtrii of Wellesley, 
that if it vras to be transmitted to you, 
to bo taken into consideration in the 
depending disctissions, tfaiit it was of a 
nature to nave no weight in those dU- 
cuaaions.

The demand whi<^ you n»w make of 
a view of the order given by the French 
government to its cruisers, in conse 
queuce of the repeal of the Freneh de­ 
crees, is a new prgof of its indisposition 
to repeal the ordci^ in council. The de­ 
claration of tho French government was 
as has been heretofore observed, a so­ 
lemn and obligatory act, and as such 
entitled to the notice and repect of other 
governments. 
It was incumbent on 
Ureat'Britain, tlrcrefore, 
in 
fiufill- 
ment of her engagement, to have pro- 
vide^hat her orders in council should 
not have effect, after the liraa tixed or 
thé cessation of the French decrees.— 
A pretension in Gi eat-Uritain to keep 
her orders in force till she received 
satisfaction of the practical compliance 
of France, is utterly incompadable with 
her pledge. 
A doubt, founded on any 
single act, however unauthorised, com­ 
mitted by a French privateer, might, on 
that principle, become a motive lor de­ 
lay and refusai. 
A suspicion that such 
acts would be committed might hav<^ 
the same effect ( and in like matmer 
her compliance might be withheld as 
long as the wat continued. 
But let me 
here remark, that if there was room for 
a question, whether tho French repeal 
did, or did not talte eflTeO, at the date 
announced by France, and required by 
tlie United Slates, it Cannot be alledged 
tiiat the decrees have not ceased to 
operate since the 2d of February last 
as heretofore observed. 
And us the 
actual cessation of tiie decrees to violate 
our neutral rights, was the only essential 
fact in the case, and bas lon^t>een 
known to your government, the orders 
in council, from the date of that know­ 
ledge, ought to have Ceased, according 
to its own principles and pledges. 


But the question whether and when 
the repeal of tne Berliii and Milan de- 
' crees took cfTect in relation to the 


j neutral commerce of the United States, 
IS aupcrceded by the novel and rxtraor- 


I dinary claim of Grcat-Britain to a trade 
I in British tu-ticles, with her enemy ; for 
supposing the repeal to have taken 
place, in tho fullest extent claimed by 
the United States, it could, according 
10 that claim, have no effect in re 
moving the orders ia council. 


On a full viqw of the conduct of the 
British goveroment in these transaotious 
it IS impossible to see in it any thing 
short ol a spirit of determmed hosiility 
to the rights and interests of the United 
States. It issued the orders in council, 
on a principle of retaliation on France, 
al A time when it admiited tue French 
decrees to be ineffectual ; it has sus­ 


ta in e d those orders in full lull force since 
notwiihstarding tlie pretext for them ha-i 
been removed, and latterly it|l¿as added 
a new condition of their repeal, to be 
performed by FraTiCe, to which the U 
States in their neutral character have 
no claim, and could not demand, wiih- 
out departing from their neutrality, a 
condition which in respect to the com­ 
merce of other nations with Great-Bri- 
tain, IS repugnant ta her own policy, and 
prohibited by her own laws, and which 
can never be enforced on any nation 
without a subversion of its sovereignty 
and Independence.
